And when, by sowing seeds of dissension here and there 
by creating an apprehensive national demand for more 
and more armaments, they bring about a crisis in some 
obscure corner, then the little people shoulder arms and 
step out bravely to kill each other. 

Most curious of all are the instances cited, by which 
these great munition makers have sat in the international 
councils called for the purpose of deciding whether to eon, 
tiime fighting or to call a truce. ZaharofT is quoted as 
having been “the confidant of Lloyd Geoifee,” and at a 
conference in France jn 1917 "all for continuing the waE*" 
Is it any wonder. 

Several years before the Great War when the Canadian 
Minister of Militia and Naval Affairs, visited London 
ZaharofT remarked to Mr. Brodeui, one of the Ministers, 
“Business is bad. How could it be otherwise with Camp¬ 
bell-Bannerman's disarmament policy. We havn’t had a 
war in se\en years.” This remark, conveyed to the Can¬ 
adian Premier Laurier, made a'profound impression, indi¬ 
cating the surprising frankness of England’s greatest ar¬ 
mament producer to Campbell-Bannerman’s disarmament 
proposals. 

It is all told in the article, with horrifying clarity, and 
for the purpose of rousing Canadians .to the necessity for 
a decisive stand at tiie next disarmament Conference to 
be^held in Geneva in February 1932? 

Col- Drew points out that fear of tvar will not prevent 
war, that the talk of removal of profits from war would 
entail such governmental machinery as would be imprac¬ 
tical. “The armament industry is fully entrenched, the 
forces of peace disorganized. But Great Britain and I n 
ited States, the two creditor nations can insist as a muni ¬ 
tion -of the extension of the waA^ebt moratorium that 
the problem of disarmament be faced honestly, with their 
own governments doing the same thing.”

Possibly Dame Talbot sees much more clearly, than the 


multitudes that are always viewing with alarm, the Am¬ 
ericanization of this great land. Almost daily in the pub¬ 
lic press, someone expresses distress and doubt over awful 
fate that is overtaking Canada, We see too many Holly¬ 
wood pictures. We read too many American books. We 
listen to too many American radio programs. * The latest 
complaint is that we enjoy too many American jokes. So 
far as that goes, the more jokes we can enjoy, the better 
for us, whether they be Chinese, French, British or Am¬ 
erican. 

As .-matter of fact, there is close kin..mp between Am¬ 
erican and Canadian appreciation of humor, and there Js 
no use in deploring. It may be the quality in the air, or 
the general spaciousness of the two countries. But the 
snap of American humor does find instant response with 
us. There is a mellow and sustaining quality in British 
humor which is thoroughly delightful but we just don’y 
meet it everyday. There is the “typical /Western” type 
of humor, which is quite as much Western Canadian as 
Western American, ijpd which delights in “tail imposs¬ 
ible” stories. We owe that special weakness to the intox¬ 
icating air and the general largeness of our surroundings. 

It seems unnecessary fussy to be continually taking our 
blood tests to see if we are growing more American. As 
Dame Talbot says, we are neither British nor American, 
we are ourselves. 

Many fail to realize that for four or five generation? 
now, some members of most Canadian families, have gone 
to United States to seek their fortunes. As a rule they 
succeeded. United States received them with open firms. 
Most of these became naturalized and in .this way the 
great majority'of older (Jariadians have quite an array of- 
American cousins, with whom they have kept in regular 
touch.

Such a statement from a most re¬ 
liable source will have an energizing 
effect upon business this fall. The 
huge surpluses that looked so hope¬ 
less this spring will dwindle and with 
its decrease the price of wheat will

ter effects of the fire. Food is de¬ 
stroyed. The bare woods lend the 
animals no protective covering and 
they become an easy prey. Warmed 
and ash poisoned water and the lack 
of oxygen combine to kill fishes. The 
survey showed that fully 60 per cent 
of the deer suffered from badly burn¬ 
ed feet. Thousands of eggs are de¬ 
stroyed in spring fires and mothers 
are found dead in their vain effprts 
to protect their eggs and their young. 


“The domestic coal of Alberta is 
superior to coke or to the anthracite 
coal that comes from . the United 
States. This has been proved by test 
shipments which were brought down 
here by the government some years 
ago, when 33,000 tons were placed in 
the homes of Ontario. That supply 
gave splendid results. 

“The difficulty in the past has been 
this. When the coal was shipped 
here and marketed the householder, 
having used it, was so satisfied with 
the results that later on he tried to 
get further supplies of Alberta coal.
